A representative of tho Journa 


culled on Senator Morton yesterday 
and found tho distinguished gentlemai 
looking exceedingly well and apparent 
.ly but little fatigued by his long jour 
ney to and from New Orleans. In re 
ply to inquiries ho stated that his gen 
oral health had not been so good fo 
several years. Ho has inueh less diffi 
eulty. than formerly in wullfing, and ii 
steadily gaining strength. He enjoyei 
bis hasty trip through the South vcr 
uiueh, and particularly his stay in Nei 
Orleans, which city he had visited bo 
fore. 
Ho passed through six Southen 


States, and in all of them saw th 
same evidence of depression, stagna 
tion and unthrifc, It was sad and dis 
oouraging to see suoh a large section o 
country so completely devoid of health 
life and enterprise. .The great tronbl 
in tho South he believed was far deepe 
than any political trouble. It .lay i 
the character, education and habit i o 
the pooplo themselves. They seem t 
be utterly lacking in the elements whie 
constitute a progressive society.. Labo 
is not honorable, and enterprise is un 
known, In nearly all the country tha 
he passed'through plowing was goin 
on. Ho 'saw hundreds of, negroi 
plowing, but not obe white man. Th 
whites aro doing, little-or nothing, to 
ward^ regbnontiag the South ;oWre»tor- 
ing its shattered fortunes. They ore 
thoir own worst enemies. New Orleans 
was a mystery to him. The levee wa» 
full of life and crowded with shipping,' 
but tho interior of the city soomed'per- 
feotly stagnant so far as business was 
concerned. • A'musemoqts were well 
supported, some five or six theatres 
running all the time, and the people 
seemed to have plenty of money; but 
ho could not see where it oame from. 
There was no manufacturing in 'the 
oity, and no local enterprise or public 
spirit. From the roof of the Custom 
House ho could only count five steam- 
engine' chimneys, and two of them be- 
longed to hotels. The former trade of 
the city seemed to have found its way 
into other channels, and the people 
were making no effort t6 recover it or' 
to opou up now channels. • Politically 
tho city was perfectly quiet. 
The up-, 


tion of Congress in' recognizing' the 
Kollogg government had had a, marked 
effect m clearing up the political at- 
mosphere. If Congress had done this 
two years ago he believed nearly all the. 
Southern'troubles of tho last two years 
would have been averted. The hesita- 
ting polioy of Congress and the divi- 
sion of the Republican party in tha 
North had encouraged the Conserve 
tives to continue their agitition, »nd 
kept the negroes in a constant state of 
(error, lest they wore about to be de- 
serted by thoir friends and. turned over 
to bo dealt with by the Democrat*.' 
Louisiana had been the contor of polit- 
ical agitation for the last two or throe 
years, from which a bad influence ra- 
diated to all tho Southern States. 
He 


was now more than ever convinced that 
Congress had made a great mistake by 
adopting a dilatory polioy in regard to 
the Louisiana question. Nevertheless 
its recent notion had unquestionably 
had a good effect, and he thought the 
general state of. feeling throughout tho 
South at present was better than it had 
been for somo, time past. Republicans 
were united nnd .hopeful, .while the 
Conservatives were at least quiet, and 
ull violent demonstrations have .(.-cased.

had been deposed by the Mayor, though 
in all such cases of restoration the im- 
cumbent shall be required to furnish, a 
new bond an'd take the oath of office 
again.
